Report on Spirituality Initiative Weekend 

from OLBH Representatives 

Members of Our Lady of the Black Hills Parish and Father Mark recently attended the 
Spirituality Initiative workshop on December 11-13 at Terra Sancta, formerly St 
Martin’s Monastery. The purpose of the weekend was to introduce us to a planning 
strategy to help us analyze our parish and make it become more vibrant. Bishop 
Blase Cupich had written a grant to underwrite the expenses of the facilitator, meals, 
handouts and dorm facilities. We had time to walk the halls of Terra Sancta and 
appreciate what a fine structure the Diocese has purchased for our future use. 

Thirteen attended from OLBH. These participating were: Father Mark, Brad Blauvelt, 
Mary Coffin, Henry Maicki, Joni and John Osnes, Yvonne and Jim Runyan, Cathy 
Sass, Jenny and Eric Scherr, and Teresa and Phillip Thompson. Representatives of 
four other parishes and their pastors were also present. These included: St. Therese 
of Rapid City, The Cathedral of Our Lady of Perpetual Help, St. John’s in New 
Underwood and St. Michael’s in Hermosa. 

During the two days we attended Mass, prayed, thought, listened and talked together. 
Deacon Fred Tully from Hill City was our facilitator for six sessions. These focused on 
discussion topics directed to all present, to those in small groups, or with all of the 
larger group from OLBH. We talked about what are the core values of our parish, our 
strengths and concerns, and then the obstacles for making OLBH more vibrant. We 
also heard ideas from members of the other parishes and what are their best practices 
for deepening their faith, ways of providing for formation, and building community. 

After lengthy discussion, we selected and then focused on three ways we can improve 
our parish over the next year. During the next month, there will be more discussion 
of these with continued input from the OLBH congregation. But for now let me briefly 
introduce them to you. 

1) The first one will be steps for parishioners to get to know each other better so we 
can all be “Called by Name.” 

2) Secondly, we will also work to improve lifelong learning for all members in the 
parish and to analyze our parish structure and communication between our 
established committees. 

3) The third initiative will be developing a regular outreach of “Perpetual Help.” 
With input from parish members, both individually and through Parish committees 
already established, we will become informed as to which groups in our area need our 
assistance through either donations of our time, talent, goods or direct cash. It will be 
an opportunity for us to understand the needs of people and to provide assistance. 


Gatherings of Grace

second Wednesday of each month, 
September through May.

Continued planning will occur over the next months 
with development of additional uses of the buildings in Phase 2 as funds are received 
from individual donors in the diocese.
